COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Hampshire, ss: 


To the Constables of the Town of Hadley, in the County 
of Hampshire: GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs to meet in the Town Hall on Monday, the 
7th of February next, at Ten-thirty o’clock in the fore- 
noon and then and there to act on the following articles. 

ARTICLE 1. To elect all necessary officers of the Town. 
Moderator, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, 
Elector under the will of the late Oliver Smith of Hat- 
field, six constables, each for the term of one year, one 
member of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the 
Board of Assessors, one member of the School Commit- 
tee, Town Clerk, two members of the library trustees, 
each for the term of three years. The polls will be open 
at ten-thirty in the forenoon and kept open at least four 
hours and for such time as the majority of voters shall 
direct, but in no case later than eight o’clock in the even- 
ing. 


ARTICLE 2. To receive and act on all reports to be 
made at said meeting. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
list of men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as Jur- 
ors for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name of 
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the town any or all outlying parcels of land owned by the 
town or act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to defend all suits that may be brought against 
the town, employing counsel when same may be neces- 
sary or act anything thereon. \. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed nec- 
essary to defray the current expenses of the current fin- 
ancial year or act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 7. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
revenue of the financial year. beginning January 1, 1944 
and to issue a note or notes therefor payable within a 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with General 
Laws, Chapter 44 * 17. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to cooperate with the State under 
the Provisions of Chapter 81 General Laws and to vote 
to appropriate the sum of six thousand forty-two 
($6042.00) the town’s share of the expense and to vote 
to appropriate the sum of seventy- two hundred and fifty 
($7250.00) the State’s share of the expense, in anticipa- 
tion of reimbursement from the State under the provi- 
- sions of this chapter, such sums to be taken from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Funds, the State reimbursement to be 
returned to the Excess and Deficiency when received or 
act thereon. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to cooperate with the County and State 
authorities under the provisions of Chapter 90 of Gener- 
al Laws of Massachusetts. For the maintenance of Route 
63, (Hockanum-North Hadley Road) to appropriate the 
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sum of eight hundred ($800.00) dollars, the town’s share 
of the expense and to appropriate the sum of sixteen hun- 
dred ($1,600.00), the State and County share of the ex- 
pense, in anticipation of reimbursement from State and 
County under the provisions of this Chapter, such sums 
to be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund, the 
County and State reimbursement to be returned to Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund when received, or take action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell at private sale or auction, one or more 
school houses now unused for many years, or take action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of seventy-five dollars ($75) for the purpose 
of financing any expense that might be incurred by the 
Town Planning Board during the coming year, or act 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2000.00) for the 
construction of a sidewalk beginning at Scott bridge on 
the south end of Main Street, North Hadley, and continu- 
ing along the west side of the highway in a northerly di- 
rection through the village of North Hadley to a point 
past Abbott’s corner, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 18. Te see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate with the state highway authorities 
relative to the construction of a sidewalk from East 
Street easterly along the south side of the state highway, 
said sidewalk to be constructed behind a curbing’; also to 
continue a sidewalk on the south side of Elmwood Street 
in similar manner, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8000.00) for the 
purpose of constructing a garage and storage building 
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on the east end of the Hooker School lot, said building to 
be used by Highway and School Departments for storage 
of equipment. This sum to be taken from the E. & D. ac- 
count, and either set aside as fund or invested in Victory 
Bonds to be expended when conditions are practicable; 
$3500.00 of this amount representing insurance received 
from the Hooker School tenement house, or take action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 15. To see whether or not the Town will ac- 
cept the provisions of Sections 3 to 12, inclusive, of Chap- 
ter 143 of the Tercentenary Edition of the General Laws 
of Massachusetts under the heading of Inspector of Build- 
ings. 


ARTICLE 16. To see whether or not the Town will 
adopt the Rules Governing the Planning Board and the 
Construction of Buildings in the Town of Hadley Recom- 
mended by the Planning Board.

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INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS 


Section 3. Every city, except Boston, and every town 
which accepts this section or has accepted corresponding 
provisions of earlier laws may, for the prevention of fire 
and the preservation of life, health and morals, by ordi- 
nances or by-laws consistent with law and applicable 
throughout the whole or any defined part of its territory, 
regulate the inspection, materials, construction, altera- 
tion, repair, height, area, location and use of buildings 
and other structures within its limits, except such as are 
owned or occupied by the United States or by the com- 
monwealth, and except bridges, quays, and wharves, and 
may prescribe penalties not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars for every violation of such ordinances or by-laws. 


Section 4. In a town which accepts this and the fol- 
lowing section or has accepted corresponding provisions 
of earlier laws, no dwelling house or other structure more 
than eight feet in length or breadth and seven feet in 
height, except detached houses or structures situated 
more than one hundred feet from any other building and 
wooden structures erected on wooden wharves, shall be 
built within such limits as the town may from time to 
time prescribe, unless made of and covered with an in- 
cumbustible material, or unless a license is granted there- 
for by the selectmen for public good or necessity and re- 
corded in the town records. 


Section 5. A building or structure erected in viola- 
tion of the preceding section shall be deemed a common 
nuisance without other proof thereof than proof of its 
unlawful construction and use; and the selectmen may 
abate and remove it in the same manner in which boards 
of health may remove nuisances under sections one hun- 
dred and twenty-three to one hundred and twenty-five, 
inclusive, of chapter one hundred and eleven. 
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Section 6. In a city or town which accepts this and | 


the six following sections or has accepted corresponding 
provisions of earlier laws, the superintendent of public 
buildings or such other person as the mayor of such city 
or the selectmen of such town may designate shall be in- 
spector of buildings, and, immediately upon being in- 
formed by report or otherwise that a building or other 
structure or anything attached to or connected therewith 
in that city or town is dangerous to life or limb, shall in- 
spect the same; and if it appears to him to be dangerous 
he shall forthwith in writing notify the owner, agent or 
any person having an interest therein to remove it or 
make it safe. If it appears that such structure would ibe 
specially unsafe in case of fire, it shall. be deemed danger- 
ous within the meaning hereof, and the inspector of build- 
ings may affix in a conspicuous place upon its exterior 
walls a notice of its dangerous condition, which shall not 
be removed or defaced without authority from him. 


Section 7. Any person so notified shall be allowed 
until twelve o’clock noon of the day following the service 
of the notice in which to begin to remove such structure 
or make it safe, and he shall employ sufficient labor 


speedily to make it safe or remove it; but if the public 


safety so requires and if the aldermen or selectmen so 
order, the inspector of buildings may immediately enter 
upon the premists with the necessary workmen and as- 
sistants and cause such unsafe structure to be made safe 
or taken down without delay, and a proper fence put up 
for the protection of passers-by. 


Section 8. If an owner, agent or person interested in 
such unsafe structure refuses or neglects to comply with 
the requirements of such notice within the time limited, 
and such structure is not made safe or taken down as 
therein ordered, a careful survey of the premises shall 
be made by a board consisting in a city of the city engi- 
neer, the chief engineer of the fire department and one 
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disinterested person to be appointed by the inspector of 
buildings, and in a town of a surveyor, the chief engineer 
of the fire department and one disinterested person to be 
appointed by the inspector of buildings. If there is no city 
engineer in such city or no chief engineer of the fire de- 
partment in such city or town, the mayor or selectmen 
shall designate one or more officers or other suitable per- 
sons in place of the officers so named as members of said 
board. A written report of such survey shall be made, 
and a copy thereof served on such owner, agent or inter- 
ested person. 


Section 9. If such report declares such structure to 
be dangerous, and if the owner, agent or person interest- 
éd continues such refusal or neglect, the inspector of 
buildings shall cause it to be made safe or taken down, 
and the costs and charges incurred shall constitute a lien 
upon the land upon which the building is located, and 
shall be enforced within the time and in the manner pro- 
vided for the collection of taxes on land; and such owner 
or interested person shall, for every day’s continuance of 
such refusal or neglect after being so notified, forfeit to 
the city or town in which the structure is located not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars. 


Section 10. An owner or interested person aggrieved 
by such order may have the remedy prescribed by section 
two of chapter one hundred and thirty-nine; but this sec- 
tion shall not prevent the city or town from recovering 
the fortfeiture provided in the preceding section from the 
date of the service of the original notice, unless the order 
is annulled by the jury. 


Section 11. If an owner or interested person lives out 
of the commonwealth, the notice required by section six _ 
may be served upon him by a notary public, whose certifi- 
cate of service under his notarial seal shall be sufficient 
evidence thereof. | 
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Section 12. The supreme judicial or superior court 
may restrain the construction, alteration, repair, mainte- 
nance or use of a building or structure in violation of any 
ordinance or by-law of a city or town and order its re- 
moval or abatement as a nuisance; and may restrain the 
further construction, alteration or repair of a building or 
structure reported to be dangerous, under a survey au- 
thorized by section eight, until the determination of the 
matter, as provided in section ten. 


RULES GOVERNING THE PLANNING BOARD AND 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS IN THE 
TOWN OF HADLEY RECOMMENDED BY 
THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board of the Town of Hadley, one to be 
the Inspector of Buildings, shall be appointed annually by 
the selectmen, not later than two weeks after the annual 
town meeting. Its duties are to try to improve the build- | 
ing situation in the Town of Hadley, especially on the 
principal streets in our town, and to prevent the building 
of certain structures that would be detrimental to the ad- 
joining property owners. 


No person shall erect, relocate or enlarge any build- 
ing without first obtaining a written permit therefor 
from the Inspector of Buildings who shall, without 
charge, issue such permit if the proposed work would 
not be in violation of any state statute or of any by-law or 
regulation of the town. The Inspector of Buildings may 
require the plans or a dimensional sketch of the proposed 
work, showing its distances from other buildings and 
from lot lines, be submitted to him before issuing a per- 
mit therefor. 
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Building permits for all structures shall be obtained 
from the Inspector of Buildings. Same shall be granted 
only after written application is made therefor. 


Permits must be secured before the work is com- 
menced. 


The Planning Board shall hold office for the term of 
one year or until their successors are appointed and qual- 
ified. They shall receive such compensation as the select- 
men may by by-law determine. 


If any party or person is aggrieved by the decision of 
the Planning Board or the Inspector of Buildings, he may 
take an appeal therefrom by filing a petition with the se- 
lectmen, stating his grounds for said appeal. The select- 
men shall then appoint three disinterested parties to hear 
the questions at issue and render their finding on the 
question at issue. If the appeal is sustained, no charge 
shall be made therefor. But if the Inspector or Planning 
Board are sustained, the petitioner shall pay the cost of 
said appeal. The members of said Board shall be paid 
fair compensation for each case referred to them by the 
selectmen, the minimum charge being one dollar for each 
appeal. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of the foregoing 
regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty (20) dollars for each offense. 
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Selectmen's Report _ 


The Board of Selectmen wish to publicly express their 
appreciation to the men who have managed their depart- 
ments with proficiency this past year, especially the High- 
way, Fire and Police Departments have been managed 
well. It would be useless to try and enumerate the many 
examples of ingenuity necessary to operate these larger 
departments, where it has not been possible to buy much 
that was needed. The town has not been able to procure a 
priority rating of any value for procurement of supplies. 


O.D.T. will turn up with an order for only 32 gallons 
of gas for the Fire department for one month, when it 
might be used for one fire or the same agency might de- 
cide that Highway trucks can only have 700 miles of 
gas for another month. Whereas it might easily occur 
that one truck would be obliged to run that far clearing 
up after one storm. 


The State and National authorities are much concerned 
over the formation of various committees. 


We are supposed to have a Veterans rehabilitation com- 
mittee, a Youth Recreation and Juvenile Delinquency 
committee, a Public Works Construction Committee, for 
after the war employment, a Fourth War Loan Commit- 
tee, and committee for town planning. It would seem that 
there is shortly the need of full time Selectmen, if all this 
is to go along with the regular routine which is more 
than enough, for the set-up at present which calls for 
Spare time only. 


We might sight as an example, a highway relocation de- 
velopment, which took up the time of a State engineering 
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crew for three weeks. A year later the Selectmen were 
asked how much the plan would cost. By the same outfit 
that was working there, who when asked why they in- 
quired, said that “they had it in their notebooks and had 
no money to figure it out, and put it in blue print form.” 


The same thing is true of a survey party which spent con- 
siderable time figuring out the cost of rip-rapping of sev- 
eral thousand feet of vitally needed bank protection. 


The road and bridge projects most needed by the town 
call more for the use of construction machinery and 
equipment than for any degree of hand labor. 


There séems to be some doubt in our minds as to how 
large a construction program we need for the period after 
the armistice. Are our much traveled and trained men 
going to look eagerly for a glorified W.P.A. after their 
return? 


The period of prosperity after the first World War 
lasted well into 1921. With the greater shortages in civil- 
ian goods now it would appear that, to set up an elaborate 
public works program at the present time is not feasible 
for us. Our well traveled and trained service men are go- 
ing to have very definite ideas after their various tours 
of duty. We suggest that more money be set aside for 
Public Works after the war and that they be invested in 
government bonds, and not specified for any particular 
projects at the present time. 


There is no doubt in the minds of the Selectmen that 
there is an ever present problem of what to do with wa- 
ter, whether standing, running or flood water. The town 
has avoided the issue of properly draining water from 
many areas; the only well designed road drainage is 
route 68 from Town Hall to South Hadley. That seems 
to function well except in one place, where the pipe in- 
stalled is inadequate for the volume to be carried. Now 
that the hard road system is so well along some of these 
open ditches can be eliminated by laying drain pipes. If 
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the project for North Middle Street goes through after 
the war, it would appear that a very bad situation as re- 
gards surface water can be done away with. 


It might not be out of order to remind the general pub- 
lic that projects originate at Town meeting, including 
the money to carry them out and that the Selectmen can- 
not start in the fall on any drainage project requiring 
extensive money spending. Practically everyone knows of 
some water carrying ditch that is a nuisance near them, 
that might be better for all if the water was piped. Harts- 
brook, West Street, Middle Street, North Hadley are just 
a few. Much could have been done under W.P.A., as some 
nearby towns did a great deal. A planning board could 
be of great assistance to the Selectmen in sifting over 
and discussing various ideas for public improvements. 


It has been the custom for several years for the town 
to pay the town’s share of the Chapter 81 highway ex- 
pense from free cash, which has been the equivalent of a 
62.00 a thousand tax cut; in other words Hadley’s tax 
rate would have been $28.00 a thousand if this had not 
been done. We appear to be able to continue this practise 
this year. 


The budget has been carefully gone over for 1943, and 
recommendations and estimates can be found elsewhere 
in the report.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1943. 


Under Chapter 81, maintenance of the roads was car- 
ried out as usual by applying gravel, scraping, patching, 
cutting brush, draining, resurfacing, and hard surfac- 
ing gravel roads. The following roads were resurfaced: 
Bay Road 1.15 miles, East Hadley Road 0.95 mile, Rocky 
Hill Road 0.55 mile, Knightly Road 0.6 mile, West Street 
West 0.4 mile, Cemetery Road 0.25 mile, East Street 0.35 
mile, Whalley Road 0.25 mile, North Hadley Meadow 
Road 0.3 mile, and French Street 0.15 mile. Gravel roads 
that were hard surfaced are: East Hadley Road 0.9 mile, 
Rocky Hill Road 1.05 miles, Newton Lane 0.2 mile, and 
Sandy Beach Road 0.1 mile. The allotment for Chapter 
81 was $2,658 less than last year. Due to this change in 
the allotment and the high cost of labor and materials, 
we were unable to finish scheduled highway work on this 
alloted fund; therefore, we continued to widen the Break- 
enridge and Cunningham Roads on the General High- 
way Fund. 

Under Chapter 90, Sunderland Road 0.5 mile, Hocka- 
num Road 1.5 miles, and Bay Road 0.5 mile were resur- 
faced. 

The North Maple Street bridge was scraped and two 
coats of paint applied. Replanking the bridge was a very 
slow process because of the shortage of material. 

Snow was plowed by two town trucks and Mr. Roger 
Barstow’s truck. As you recall, the roads were icy a good 
share of the winter, therefore, a great deal of labor and 
sand was necessary. 
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Cement-constructed sidewalks on Russell Street and 
Middle Street were raised and shoulder-graded. 

I wish to thank the officials of the town and the peo- 
ple for their cooperation during the year. Also, many 
thanks to Mr. John Deruda, State Supervisor, for his as- 
sistance.

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Report of Fire Chief 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


In submitting my annual report I wish to impress to 
the people the seriousness of fires at the present time of 
manpower shortage and difficulty of replacing equipment. 


At a recent date the department responded to an early 
morning call to a serious fire to which only five volun- 
teer firemen were available. Only the unquestionable effi- 
ciency and hard work of the men brought the fire under 
control. A great number of old homes in town I find are 
cluttered up with useless articles which not only hamper 
the firemen at the time of a fire ‘but are seer une the 
actual cause of fire. 

I also wish to remind the citizens that permits are re- 
quired to store gasoline and fuel oil. It would reduce such 
hazards as where two barrels of gasoline got afire within 
a few feet of hay, cornstalks and buildings, but through 
a bit of daring by the firemen damage was negligible. 


I also take this opportunity to thank Mr. Joseph F. 
Tudryn for his personal check of $25.00 and Mr. Philip 
Handrich for $5.00, which was added to the Volunteer 
Firemen’s Fund. | 

Records show that the department responded to seven 
calls more than the previous year. 

It would help greatly if at the sound of the fire alarm 
curious people would refrain from calling the department 
so that volunteers willing to help could call. In other 
words, keep off the phone unless you can be of help.

Library Report 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 

The librarian reports a circulation of 4434 for the year 
1948 at the center. North Hadley has had a circulation of 
2193. The main library has purchased 194 books. Gifts of 
books have been received from Col. G. A. Taylor and 
from Pvt. Robert C. Burke, who sent an encyclopedia of 
“Wonderful India.’’? One hundred children’s books were 
given by Miss M. Lima Culver of Amherst. We wish to 
express our appreciation of all these gifts. 


Minor repairs have been made about the building. 
Next year a considerable amount must be spent for re- 
pairs to the floor in the basement of the center building. 
The trustees have had a bench made and set up on the 
library grounds which they hope will be appreciated dur- 
ing the warmer months by those who are waiting for the 
bus. 

Mr. Stanne has made a new and better arrangement 
for the insurance on the center building. This required a 
larger amount to be spent on insurance for 1948 in order 
to readjust the policies on a 5 year basis. 

We have purchased an average number of books, part 
of the revenue for which was derived from the new Loo- 
mis fund, available for the first time. The trustees would 
appreciate requests for books which may be left in the 
box at the library or given to the librarian. They feel 
that the money expended for books should be used for 
books that the reading public really desires. All requests 
for books this year were immediately ordered from book- 
sellers. In numerous instances several months elapsed 
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before the orders were filled. As conditions improve in 
publishing houses, we can expect better service. 

The trustees request an appropriation of $800 plus the 
dog tax and income from the Bulfinch and Loomis funds.

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Report of School Committee 


Your Committee reports as follows: 


PERSONNEL 


The past year brought many changes in personnel of 
our school system. 


This was the year for election of a Superintendent, 
and at the regularly scheduled meeting of the joint Hat- 
field-Hadley School Committee in April no decision was 
reached. At later meetings in May, June and October the 
Committee was not able to elect a Superintendent. The 
contract of Mr. W. E. Hebard expired October 31, 1948, 
thus ending twelve years as Superintendent of Schools 
in the Hatfield-Hadley Union. 

In February Mr. Paul W. Brown resigned his position 
as Agricultural Instructor at Hopkins. For eighteen years 
Mr. Brown had charge of our Agricultural courses and 
did a creditable job with the course of study prescribed 
by the Vocational Division of the State Department of 
Education. We cannot pass over this resignation without 
paying tribute to Paul for his additional and untiring 
interest in athletic field and gymnasium improvement and 
his assistance in the athletic program. 

At Russell School we have long enjoyed the able and 
effective teaching of Miss Helen Pelissier. It was with 
regret that we accepted her resignation in March. She 
has gone to Northampton schools, where the salary is de- 
cidedly higher than we can pay here in Hadley. | 

At the close of the school term in June we had the res- 
ignation of Miss Mary Meeker who had been here for 
two years as a teacher of French at Hopkins, where she 
was a very satisfactory member of the faculty. Her res- 
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ignation was not unexpected as Miss Meeker had agreed 
to stay for only two years because she wished to take up 
further study. , 

Soon after school closed in June we had the resignation 
of Miss Ruth Scott who had served ten years on the Hop- 
kins faculty. Miss Scott had many credits for extra work 
in dramatics, debating, and other activities and deserves 
the approbation of the town. 

Mrs. Joseph Tudryn, teacher in the Primary room at 
' North Hadley, resigned in June and has retired from 
teaching. For twenty years she has been a successful 
teacher at Russellville and North Hadley. 


Miss Julia Mish who had successfully handled the In- 
termediate room at North Hadley resigned to return to 
Agawam where she had been the previous year. 


Due to small enrollment Roosevelt School was not 
opened last fall and the pupils were transported to North 
Hadley or the Center. Mrs. Ralph Smith who had been 
substitute teacher at Roosevelt was elected to take the 
regular position at the Primary room at North Hadley. 

Other teacher appointments are Mrs. Chester Smith of 
Hartsbrook at North Hadley’ Intermediate, Mrs. S. 
Church Hubbard of Amherst at Russell School, Miss Bar- 
bara Tolman of Amherst at Hopkins Academy. 


In. the spring of 1948 the Committee called a meeting 
of parents of boys in Grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 to discuss the 
Agricultural Department with those interested. No one 
came to the meeting. Your School Committee voted then 
to drop Agriculture from the program until an inter- 
est developed and request was made for it. 

At a meeting of the joint Hatfield-Hadley School Com- 
mittee in October it was voted 5 to 1 to disband the Su- 
perintendency Union. Your Committee voted unanimous- 
ly for this change as we believe that the best interests of 
Hadley can be served by having for Superintendent a 
man who spends all of his time on Hadley affairs. State 
aid for Superintendents is one third of not more than 
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$2500 and we feel that Hadley can better do without state 
aid and have all of the time, thought, and energy of the 
Superintendent. | 

At the regular School Committee meeting in November 
Mr. Leon J. Stanne was elected Superintendent of Schools 
of Hadley. Mr. Stanne has been teaching and coaching at 
Hopkins Academy for twelve years. He has done gradu- 
ate work in Education and holds a Masters Degree from 
Massachusetts State College. The Committee is convinced 
that Mr. Stanne will apply the same painstaking thor- 
oughness to his work as Superintendent that he has to 
teaching and coaching. 


MAINTENANCE 
During the year repairs and improvements have been 
extensive. While we asked for a small repairs appropria- 
tion last year we did find good use for the money not 
used in other classifications. 
RUSSELL SCHOOL 
Maple floors were put in two rooms and a hall which 
makes new floors throughout the building. The class 
rooms and halls in this building have been painted this 
year, making a very great improvement in lighting and 
neatness. 
| HOOKER SCHOOL 
This building has settled and floor drains were higher 
than the edges of the basement. New concrete work and 
resurfacing corrected the difficulty of washing these 
rooms. Basement and basement hallways were painted 
and the improvement is worth while. Windows and doors 
were painted on the outside. The fire which destroyed 
Mr. Stiles’ home left a grading job to be done. Walks in 
front of and approaching the building were in such poor 
condition that they could not be “lifted”. Under the able 
supervision of Mr. Zatyrka, Superintendent of Streets, 
we put in new walks and roadway, and have graded the 
property so that it presents a creditable appearance. A 
little more will be done in the spring to complete the job. 
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NORTH HADLEY 

This building has been painted outside with two coats 
‘of lead and oil. The electric wiring in this building has 
been condemned by building inspectors and we were 
urged to put it into BX and to replace worn out switches 
and fixtures. After the Cocoanut Grove disaster legisla- 
tion was enacted making our state building code much 
more rigid. Effective Jan. 1, 1944 these laws became op- 
erative and rigid inspection of public buildings has 
brought about many closings until repairs could be made. 
We were able to obtain materials and the North Hadley 
building is nearly rewired. The upper hall needs a new 
floor for the sake of safety and a painting job on the in- 
terior will be done in 1944. 

FIELD HOUSE AT HOPKINS 

The shower and dressing rooms were painted this 
year and a two inch connection was made into the water 
main. This new pipe will furnish adequate water pressure 
and has already proven very satisfactory. Large numbers 
use the shower rooms for we are extending the physical 
education program to include Russell School. 


TRANSPORTATION 


School busses are wearing out. Maintenance costs are 
necessarily high. We cannot buy new until regulations 
permit the manufacture of trucks and busses and we have 
to get along as well as we can. Mrs. Shipman did not care 
to renew her contract for the Hockanum-Hartsbrook bus 
line and the contract was awarded to Mr. Joseph Wan- 
cezyk. A rerouting of trips to obtain most efficient mileage 
coverage has eliminated an extra trip to North Hadley 
morning and night.

To the School Committee of Hadley: 
Gentlemen: 


Having served in the capacity of Acting Superintend- 
ent for a few weeks at the close of 1948, my report will 
be limited to that brief period in the past. The School 
Committee has summarized the program of its depart- 
ment for the major portion of 1948. This report will be 
of a statistical nature followed by a review of a few 
problems that confront us during the year 1944. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


The enrollment of the public schools is shown in the 
tables that follow. The downward trend of enrollment in 
the high school has reached approximately that level 
which will be maintained for several years. An increased 
enrollment can be anticipated in the elementary school, 
because of the rise in the number of births in recent 
years.

The increase in cost of books, supplies, fuel, repairs, 
and insurance is being felt in the budget. The resignation 
of three Hopkins teachers and the replacement of only 
one allowed diversion of funds originally intended for sal- 
aries into supplies and repairs during 1943. The attempt 
to operate Hopkins Academy with a deficiency of two 
teachers did not prove satisfactory. We must fill at least 
one of the vacancies of the teaching force immediately. 


Although no general schedule of salary increases has 
been outlined in the budget, the School Committee is not 
unmindful of the fact that teachers are underpaid. That 
issue is not a local problem but one which has been re- 
ceiving widespread publicity by radio and press. Esti- 
mates for the current year will allow some adjustments 
in salary, but no general raise has been planned for all 
teachers. 


RESULTS OF TESTS ADMINISTERED TO 
MEN IN THE ARMED FORCES 


A most extensive testing program, of both physical and 
mental traits, has been conducted by the selective service 
branches. The results of these tests indicate the inade- 
quacy and failure of our present-day academic and 
physical education programs. 


Nearly a million physically fit men, between the ages of 
18 and 85, have been eliminated from the armed forces 
because of their inability to read as of a fourth grade lev- 
el. Twenty-five per cent of the 18-19 year olds were found 
to be physically unfit for regular military service. When 
one includes the fact that leaders of our armed forces ex- 
pect it will be necessary to draft all of our young men for 
at least two or three more years, one can begin to realize 
the responsibility that rests upon school officials. Means 
must be provided for better instruction in the basic skills 
of mathematics, writing, and reading. 
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VOCATIONAL WORK 


One of our urgent needs at the present time, which 
will also prove useful in peace time, is a course of study 
in practical fields of activity, such as woodworking, shop- 
work, and machine assembly. The building that former- 
ly housed the Agriculture Department could be converted 
into a shop. Although equipment is available in limited 
amounts at the present, many useful tools will be grant- 
ed to schools as such articles are no longer needed in 
mass production of critical war materials. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION FOR BOYS AND GIRLS 


In the past no regular time was set aside on the daily 
schedule as a physical activity period in which all stu- 
dents must participate. We have overlooked the impor- 
tance of physical fitness in planning the use of school fa- 
cilities. This program must be closely integrated with 
health objectives and recreation. 


Supervisors for physical education must be teachers 
who have had the training that is considered essential to 
teach in accordance with the highest educational stan- 
dards. 


SCHOOL LUNCHES 


Much has been said concerning school lunches. In every 
instance the comment is highly in favor of a school lunch 
program. Our difficulty has been that of securing ade- 
quate space to prepare and distribute food. During the 
current year efforts will be made to reach a satisfactory 
solution to the school lunch problem. 


GENERAL 


In war periods one suddenly becomes aware of changes 
that affect each of us in our daily activities. That our pro- 
grams of study will be altered to meet the changing needs 
of the individual must be admitted. It is the duty of 
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school officials to prepare the students in our schools to 
meet the many problems they shall face in the immediate 
future. By analyzing and strengthening our school pro- 
gram we can be assured that the principles for which we 
are fighting can be retained.

The Hadley School Committee, 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my 30th annual report. 


Our total enrollment this year is 120. Indications are 
that this total will not change much during the next few 
years. | 

We have two less teachers than a year ago. When Mr. 
Brown resigned last February to accept a Federal Gov- 
ernment position, there were only five boys in the voca- 
tional agricultural department. It was deemed best not to 
continue the department until such time when more in- 
terest in the subject is manifested by the boys in the 
school. I believe that there is still the possibility of the 
reestablishment of the department. In September, 1942 
and again in April, 1948 I wrote the board stating my 
ideas as to the policy we should pursue in agricultural in- 


~ struction. There will be a return to the farm after the 


war, and also, I feel, a return to the study of vocational 
agriculture. There have been few changes in the methods 
of state-aided vocational agricultural education since its 
inception thirty-three years ago. I feel certain that the 
men in charge of vocational agricultural education in this 
state will welcome suggestions for strengthening the 
work. | 

Miss Ruth Scott resigned last June to devote a year to 
study. Because of the decrease in enrollment, we were 
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able to eliminate some divisions of classes and can handle 
the academic classes with one less teacher. 


On April 5, 1943 I submitted to the board proposals for 
(1943-1944, or whenever the board believes the proposals 
can be considered. I mentioned among other things the 
need of an instructor to teach such subjects as shop 
work, basic electricity and allied practical courses. Quot- 
ing from my letter—‘‘Few boys of freshman age know 
what trade or profession they should best prepare for. 
The courses mentioned would help these freshmen lads 
discover their aptitudes and abilities. There is an occa- 
sional freshman boy who has discovered the trade for 
which he has aptitude. If Smith’s School can help that oc- 
casional boy, then he should be encouraged to go there. 
However, I have seen many Hadley lads go to Smith’s 
School only to find that they did not know what they 
- wanted. ... It is therefore the duty of this school to en- 
courage these unsettled boys to attend Hopkins and here 
to give them courses which will help them to get proper- 
ly adjusted.” 

In the letter of April 5 I suggested the use of the An- 
nex for this course in shop work and allied subjects. I 
realize that the Annex is not an ideal building for such 
work. However, with alterations the building could be 
made fairly suitable for the courses. It has been our poli- 
cy at Hopkins to make the most of what we have had. Our 
present gymnasium and field house, which meet the need 
of the school and community so splendidly, started with 
a small barn. This was converted into a gymnasium. 
When that was outgrown we used the town hall for bas- 
ketball, awaiting the time when trustees and alumni 
would feel able to tackle the problem of remodelling and 
enlarging the gymnasium. Years ago many experienced 
educators told me that it would be impossible for us to 
handle 200 students in our main building. We had no oth- 
er choice than to make the best of what we had. Thanks 
to a strong faculty we were able to take care of the peak 
enrollment of 282. The product that went out from this 
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grand old school in those years proved the old adage, or 
proverb, or something that the most important thing in 
a school room next to the student is not the furnishings, 
but the teacher. 

The most important department in Hopkins has been, 
is, and always will be the English department. While 
language, mathematics and science instructors have, as a 
rule, the top ranking scholars, the English teachers have 
no choice of scholars. They have the strong, the average, 
the slow and those without much ambition, for the last 
two types of students they are certain to have with them 
always. It is our job to help all types of students, for fre- 
quently from the last two types of students come some of 
our outstanding citizens. I wish to take this opportunity 
to express my gratitude to those English teachers, who 
through the years I have served as principal, have given 
so unselfishly of their time and strength to the benefit of 
the students of Hopkins. It is usually these hard pressed 
teachers with their piles of themes to correct who take 
charge of debating work, prize speaking preparations, 
the direction of plays, assembly programs and special 
programs. Hopkins students since 1932 are well aware 
of the tremendous contribution to the schoo] in the above 
mentioned branches given so freely, so graciously, so en- 
_thusiastically, and so well by Miss Ruth Scott. 

One of our English teachers has had wide experience 
in the teaching of freshman English. One evening recent- 
ly when she was correcting themes of the freshman class, 
I asked her how these papers compared with those she 
had read in Wilson, N. Y., Bristol, Ct., Johnstown, Pa., 
and Amherst. She replied, ‘‘They are very similar. Some 
of these papers are really excellent. They are just as good 
as the best I used to receive in the other schools. They are 
ample proof that the preparation of these freshmen has 
been thorough and of high quality. Of course, other pa- 
pers are not so good. All of the boys and girls have had 
the same training. Some just do not possess the ability to 
do grade A work. In every freshman class one finds vari- 
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ous abilities. The boy weak in English may be strong in 
mathematics. We shall have to give him more attention 
in English, just as his teachers in the grades have prob- 
ably been doing for the past eight years.” 

One of the policies of this school, a policy well estab- 
lished by the former principal, Franklin E. Heald, before 
I became principal in 1914, is that of using patience and 
consideration for the restless type of freshman or sopho- 
more boy and girl. The policy in many schools years ago, 
and still found in some schools today, was to get rid of 
the problem by removing the troublesome student. Mr. 
Heald’s policy, which I have endeavored to follow, is to 
consider each student as an individual. “The proof of the 
pudding is in the eating’. The Hopkins files are convinc- 
ing proof of the wisdom of the Heald policy. Scores and 
scores of Hopkins graduates now leading citizens as 
farmers, homemakers, business men and women, trades- 
men and professional men and women would not have 
been graduated from this school but for the application 
of the Heald policy. Every teacher is well aware of the 
fact that many of the boys and girls who all but exhaust- 
ed the patience of the teachers in grades 7, 8, 9 or 10, are 
among the most serious, most ambitious and best. all- 
round students when they became juniors or seniors. The 
influence for good on the lives of these young people by 
such a personality and leader of youth as Principal Ver- 
non Stiles of Russell School, is well known to Hopkins 
teachers and also, I feel sure, to Hadley citizens. 

How proud we all are of the spirit and loyalty shown 
by the nearly 300 of our finest who are serving in the 
armed forces! Hadley boys are in all the theaters of war. 
Our nurses, too, are in the camps in the states, while a 
few are overseas. The value of a high school diploma is 
So apparent to our boys in the armed forces that they fre- 
quently write to their brothers and friends, “Stay in 
schoo] and get that Hopkins diploma.” There is, too, the 
sorrow and grief which always accompany war. Pvt. 
Thomas Matuszko, Ensign William Gansis, Cpl. Joseph 
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Bak, Ensign Edward Zalot and Seaman 1/C Walter Zyg- 
mont have all paid ‘‘their last full measure of devotion.” 
They are listed with the other Hopkins and Hadley im- 
mortals. 


It is to the credit of former Superintendent William E. 
Hebard and the teachers in the grade schools that the ill- 
advised policy of 15 to 80 years ago of encouraging 
bright children to skip grades has been abolished. It was 
not uncommon then to have children enter Hopkins 
scarcely eleven years of age. The average age of the 
graduating classes is now about one year more than it 
used to be. The class of 1944 will average 18 years, 3 
months next June. This is one reason why Hopkins grad- 
uates have won so many honors in colleges in recent 
years. Just this week I was told of exceptional work be- 
ing accomplished in English by several college students 
who were graduated last June. To receive unsolicited let- 
ters, as I did two years ago, from college professors who 
were so impressed by the excellence of the preparation of 
Hopkins graduates in mathematics and debating that 
they felt compelled to let me know, was indeed a pleasure. 


How and why Hopkins has been able to keep teachers 
on its staff for long periods of service is a question I am 
frequently asked by school men. My answer always is that 
it is due to the fair and considerate treatment accorded 
the teachers by the school officials and to the friendly, un- 
derstanding ways of the good people of Hadley. This 
school, and most certainly the principal, owes much to 
these teachers who have given many years of loyal and 
able service to Hopkins and to Hadley. I am especially 
grateful to those Hopkins graduates who have done so 
much for Hopkins as members of the faculty during my 
years here as principal. We have been fortunate, indeed, 
to have had as our teachers at various times the following 
Hopkins graduates: Miss Mary Cook, Mrs. Grace Burke 
Kelley, Miss Ellen Callahan, Miss Fanny Allen, Miss Lo- 
rena Scott, Miss Ruth Scott, Mrs. Marion Day Ellison, 
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Mrs. Katherine Keefe Blyda, Miss Ruth McQueston and 
Miss Katherine Dwyer. 

Of course I do not like the new arrangement whereby 
one of my teachers, Mr. Stanne, is also my superintend- 
ent. No principal would approve of such an arrangement 
as a permanent plan. Authority cannot be divided wheth- 
er it is operating a school, commanding a company of 
men, or rowing a boat. The present situation is charged 
with dire possibilities. I hope for the good of all con- 
cerned that satisfactory adjustments can be made.

School Health Report 


To the Superintendent and Members of the 
School Committee, Hadley, Massachusetts. 


Objective—‘“The school’s responsibility for the health of 
the pupils.” 


When the state claims the child as a future citi- 
zen through compulsory education laws, the school be- 
comes a public trust. That good health is the surest basis 
for both happiness and efficiency is an accepted fact in 
this the twentieth century. The child suffering from un- 
corrected physical defects, malnutrition or improper 
home environment is seriously handicapped in all school 
work as well as retarded in physical and social develop- 
ment. Therefore the first obligation of the state, school 
and home is to see to it that every child is given an unfet- 
tered start and a fair chance in the race of life. 


Health inspection and supervision of school children 
was started to “‘curb the waves of contagious diseases 
that repeatedly swept through the ranks of children leav- 
ing tragedy in their wake.” This concept of child health 
has expanded to include preventive and corrective health 
through special clinic services as the Dental, X-ray, Im- 
munization, Child Guidance, Social, Surgical, etc. 

Probably the outstanding disease prevention measure, 
to date, is the immunization against diphtheria. The im- 
portance of immunizing young children against this dis- 
ease is the fact that 85% of all cases of diphtheria occur 
in children under five years of age. This disease is now 
well under control through cooperation of the state and 
local health boards; nevertheless, too much complacency 
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on the part of the parents may destroy the splendid rec- 
ord of control as it stands today. 


The X-ray examination of teen age or contact pupils 
is another preventive health measure in detecting unsus- 
pected cases of incipient tuberculosis and through imme- 
diate attention of local health boards young people have 
been rescued from this treacherous enemy of health. 


Regular health inspection of young children by the 
family physician is the key note and responsibility of the 
home and according to the splendid appearance of the 
active, alert, well cared for children entering the first 
grade this responsibility seems to have been favorably 
carried on by the home. 


The thorough physical examination by the school phy- 
sician supplements the work in the health program. 


The checkup on diphtheria immunization shows 96% 
of primary schools, 92% of grammar grades and 85% of 
high school grades are protected by the immunization 
and as noted in the report the pre-school group has a fine 
record also. 


The school health department is appreciative of the 
loan of the vision testing apparatus by the state and re- 
sponse of the parents in providing the corrective lenses. 
I hope to have the machine again to complete the work in 
the high and primary grades. The use of the audiometer 
for hearing tests supplied by the Red Cross is a marked 
contribution to the school health program. 


The provisions made by the town and school boards in 
providing sanitary wash basins, bubblers, showers and 
toilets, playgrounds and excellent gymnasium facilities, 
ventilated class rooms, warm safe transportation to and 
from school, all this including the interest of teachers in 
the health programs, cooperation of the home and per- 
sonal interest of the pupils tend toward a goal of definite 
good health.

The year nineteen hundred forty-three has seen several 
changes in the music department. Books that present a 
uniform course of study for every grade have been in- 
troduced and are proving satisfactory. Two of the most 
outstanding changes were the pianos. The first replaced 
' the one in the eighth grade and the second resides in 
Hopkins’ Gymnasium. With these fundamental altera- 
tions this program cannot go wrong, and I now add my 
written thanks to previous verbal expressions. 


All who read this have seen examples of music produc- 
tion in every grade; from the toy orchestra of the first 
grade to the Chorus and Girls’ Choir in the high school. 
The “Minstrels in Miniature’, which was given by the 
latter groups, is responsible for the beginning of a fund 
to be used by the Music Department. Instruments are our 
prime need. With a portion of this fund a clarinet has 


been purchased—thus swelling the ranks of our orches- 
tra. 


If anyone needs further proof that parents and friends 
are interested in what we have accomplished, turn back 
the months and review the attendance at the first annu- 
al “Community Sing.” Using that as a background I am 
asking for a sum of $200 to be used for extra-curricula 
activities in all grades: Toy orchestra instruments in the 


aialys 


first grades, real instruments for the upper grades and 
song flutes for the fourth and fifth grades. So that this 
portion of my report does not go unnoticed, I wish it 
might be included in your recommendations. The music 
program, as well as any other course of study, can use 
additions to its resources each and every year. It is abso- 
lute folly to expect that present conditions will satisfy 
for too long a period. Money is involved, yes, but so are 
the chances of many boys and girls to find channels 
through which they may send creative energy. 

Be on the lookout for future programs which will 
prove abilities and enthusiasms not only of the pupils 
but also of the teachers. My sincere thanks to the entire 
staff of teachers in our schools and appreciation to per- 
sons outside of the school department who have contri- 
buted time and thought to every endeavor.
